_ TO-DAY'’S WARNING. 


| Warning was received at 11.80 
this morning of.the presence’ of a 
‘typhoon . depression about 400 
miles away which is . at present 
heading direct for Hongkong. 
The radius and intensity are as 
yet unknown and it is, of course, 
impossible to say with any degree 
of cartainty whether or not it will 
keep to its course, monsoons ‘hav- 
ing on other occasions affected the 
course of similar disturbances and 
forced them further north. © ; 
Tf the speed of the typhoon is 
that most common in the. China 
Sea, the typhoon, providing its, 
course remains unchanged, should 
be here by about noon on Wednes- 
day, for when notifigation was 
first received this morning it was 
about 400 miles away to the North 
of the Luzon, the actual location 
being 18 degrees N.,' 121 degrees 
dt ig travelling .W.N.W., 
direct for the Pratas Shoal and

WHAT THE CHIEF JUSTICE 
LEARNED. |. 


AFFECTS IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 


- The'Chinese method of deter- 
mining ages was a” determining 
factor in an important, Supreme 
Court case in connection with 
which jadgment was given this 
morning. - : . 

' The case of the defendant, said 
His Lordship, Sir Henry Cowper 
Gollan, Chief Justice, rested on 
the plea that he was under age at 
the time he signed the document 
in question (this was what the 
Industrial and Commercial-Bank, 
Ltd., claimed was & promissory 
note of letter of guarantee under 
which they could claim $10,000 
from him). ; 

His Lordship emphasised that 
the defendant in an- affirmation 
made in the course of the proceed- 
ings had-stated that he had just 
attained the age of 21 when he 
signed the document and said that 
in the ordinary way such 2 state- 
ment would be conclusive against 
a.--deponent. but . the 
circumstances , were peculiar 
‘owing to the manner in which a 
man’s age was constituted among 
Chinese. ~" ; 

. He had learned. inthe course of 
the ‘case, stated~'His \ Lordship; 
that the age-of a person, accord. 
ing to Chinese custom, was not 


stated with reference to the actual | . 


date of birth, but according to the 
number of years in which he had 
lived, and it was according to this 
possible for a child to live two 
days and yet be two years old pro- 
viding he was born oh New Year's 
Eve. , . 

In view of this His Lordship 
was convinced that’ an honest 
mistake could easily be made re- 
garding age,~and he considered it 
unjust to hold the defendant 
absolutely.bound by his statement. 

Arriving at a décision with re- 
gard to the defendant’s: age His 
Lordship had taken into consider- 
ation the evidence of his mother 
horoscope 
which had had to be produced at 
the time of the defendant’s mia- 
riage in order that it might be 
compared with that of the pro- 
posed bride, the idea of this being 
to see that their - constellations 
were in harmony, The inform- 
ation contained in thig had been 
calculated ‘before any ‘suggestion 
of litigation way made, said ‘His 
Lordship,, and he considdred ‘it 
honest and reliable. - 

‘His ‘Lordship held to: be un- 
sound the argument of plaintiff's 
counsel that the. domicile of the 


defendant was Chinese, and that" 


by Chinese law and custom the 
age of majority was 16. He 
found in favour of the defendant, 
but thought the justice of the 
case would be best met by leaving 
each party to pay its own costa, 
AMENDING PLEADINGS. , 

In the course of his judgment 
His Lordship referred to what he 
termed the frequency with which 
applications were ..made in the 
course of proceedings for amend- 
ments of pleadings. . The plead- 
ings in an action had come almost 
to be regarded ag polite, intima- 
tions to the Court as tothe lines 
on which the parties intended at 
the time.of filing them to conduct 
their respective cases, but that 
‘should either. party think of a 
further point he was at liberty, 
almost: ag a matter of course, to 
rely on it, He would like to make 
it clear, said His Lordship, that im 
the Supreme Court amendment.
